He was by birth a 
gentleman, tall, ſtraight, and muſcular; with a fair, ſleek, un- 
meaning face, that promiſed more {impl.citv than ill-nature. 
His education had not been neglected, and he inherited an 
eltate of five thoufand a year. Mits D:rncl, however, had pene.

box. and are maintained hy this pra tio, and lame eſtabliſhed 
tunds of charity. We ought alto to obſerve, that the gaol is 
provided with a neat chapel ; in which a «lergyman, in con- 
hd-ration of a cer: am talary, performs div: ue lervice every 
Sunday. 

Our adventurer having ſearehed the buoks, and peruſed the 
deſcciption of all the fe nale priſoners who had been for ome 
weeks admitted into the gaol, obtained not the leaſt intelligence 
of his concealed charmer, but reſolved to alleviate his diſap- 
pointment hy the gratification of his curioſitv. 

Under the auſpices of Mr Nerion, he made a tour of the

After having 
reſigned all my effects for the benefit ot my creditors. I have 
been detained theſe nine years in priſon becauſe one perſon re- 
tuſes to {ſign my certificate. I have long outlived all my triends 
fro-n whom I could expect the lealt countenance of farour: I 
am growing old in confinement ; and lay my account with 
ending my days in gaol, as tie mercy of the legiſlature in fa. 
vour of infolvent debtors is never extended to uncertified bank. 


rupts taken in execution. By dint of induſtry, and the moſt | 


rigid economy, [ make ſhift to live independent in this retreat. 
To this ſcene my faculty of ſubliſting, as well as my body,. is pe- 
euliarly confined. Had I an opportunity to eſcape, where 
ſhould I go?
